Toppeof the Steeple,being {trucke downe by a [troke from Heaven in a fearetiull tem. 
ett, The Archbiſhops Armes in the fall pulled downe the toppe of the Pinnacle 
which upheld rhem,and being carried (partly againlt the wind )a good diltance from 
the Steeple on which they {tood,fell upon the roote of the Cloytter , in the concave 
and lower part whereof the Armes of the Archbiſhopricke of Canterb»ry were Car- 
ved in Stone;which Armes in the Cloylter were daſhed and broken un peeces by the 
Armes that ll from the Steeple; 7 he Armes of the preſent Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury breaking downe the Ar mes of the Archbiſhopricke, and Sea of Canterbury , The fall 
was ſo violent, that it brake through the Leads , plankes, Tymber, Stone-Arch 
of the Cloylter,and made an impretiion in the pavement of the C loylteras if it bad 
beene done with a Canon ſhot,which is partly to be {eene ar this very day, though 
repaired, being very neere the place, where that proud Arch-prelate of Canterbury 
Thomas Becket.was calt downe headlong in that Cathedrall for his Treaſon and Re- 
bellion. The Cathedraliſts hereupon tooke downe the other three Vanesand repaired 
the Cloylter withall ſpeed and ſecrecy,that fo lefle notice might be taken of this re- 
markable ruine. | | | Ns 
Neither was this ſad Omen fingular,bur ſeconded with others both at Lapberty 
and Croyden the (elfe-ſame nighr,as ap peares by this paſſage in the Archbiſhops Diary 
under his one hand. December 27. 1639. Friday being Saint Johns day at night, 
berweene 12.and 2, of the Clocke the next morning , the greateſt winde char ever 
I heard blow: many of the Warermen at Lambeth had their Boats tumbled up and 
downe.and broken to peeces, as they lay on the Land. Onegf my ſervants went ro 
Londey,and durlt not come home that evening the weather was ſo foule: rhe night 
the Shafts of two Chimnies at Lamberh were blowne downe upon the rooſe of tris 
Chamber,and bear downe both the Lead and Rafters upon his bed; where had hee 
beene that night he mult have periſhed,At Croyder one of the Pinnacles fell from rhe 
Steeple, beat downe the Lead,and the roote of the Church neere 20. Foote ſquare, All 
which,compared with the ſincking of the Lambeth Ferry-boart with the Archbiſhops 
Coach-horfs,Coach and men to the bottome of Thames Sepr. 19.1633.the very firlt 
day he removed from Fulham to Lambeth houſe, was no doubt an ominouspreſage of 
his owneand the qe aps hr 1 fincking,through » pride and violence. | 
The 4th. is this. That his Majeſty in the Moneth of Febywary, 1 641. caſually pal- 
ſing through the Citie of Comtns with the Qzcene to Dover, did in Sainr $i 
guſtines Abbey of Canterbury (the firlt Archbuſhop of tharSea Jigne the AR of Parlia- 
ment,againſt the Biſhops Votes in Parliament:which AR unlorded our Locdly Prelates, 
and gave them a fatall oyerthrow,fuch as rucke proud (arterbury dead at hearr ,and 
undermined all his Prelaticall defignes, to advance the Biſhops Pompe, and Power. 
The laſt 1s, his owne fatall Dreame at QzfordJong nce publiſhed.and larely ar- 
reſted ffom his owne mouth ar tus Tryall i the Lords Houſe, the ſumme whereofis 
this: That when he was a young Scholler in Oxford, he dreamed one night, that he 
came to farre greater prefzrment in the Church,and power in the State,then ever a- 
ny man ofhis birth and Calling did before him;in which grearneſfle and worldly hap- 
pines he continued many yeares;but after all this hapineſſc, before he awaked,he drea- 
med he was hanged. The firlt part of this Dreame, hath been lang ſince really verified, 
and the concluſian of it,is in all averavcy rw to be ſpeedily "4 pe upon the 
cloſe ofhis Tryall: The exa&k Compleate Relation whereat', may (God affilting and 
the Parliament commanditg)hereatter follow in irs order, wherein the criminal! pare 
of his life will appeare molt foule,and dereſtable,in (Jl the Particulars of his impeach.
